SUBJECT.— Import Policy for Registered Exporters for the year April 1967.--March 

1968 - delayed applications. 


No, 127 - ITO ( PN ) / 67. – Attention is invited to the Import Policy for Register - 
ed Exporters contained in Part " B " of Section III of the Import Trade Control 
Policy Book ( Red Book ) for the year April 1967 _ March 1968 , issued under the 
Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 32 - ITC ( PN ) /67 dated 1st May 1967, as 
amended from time to time. 

2. Para 15 of the aforesaid Policy stipulates that the applications for import 
licences should reach the concerned licensing authority during the month succeed 
ing the prescribed period of export. In the case of Gem and Jewellery items 
and cinematographic Alms ( exposed ) , the applications are to be made on monthly / 
quarterly basis , as opted by the Registered Exporters, on the basis of foreign 
exchange realised , during the preceding monthly / quarter as the case may be. 

3 . Applications not made within the time limits prescribed , are llable to be 
rejected irrespective of merits . In order not to deny tota ly the benefits on ex 
ports in cases where applications are delayed , it has now been decided that, in 
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deserying case, the Licensing Authorities may , in their discretion , consider on 
merits applications received by them after the prescribed time- limits and issue 
licences after making a suitable deduction in the value of import replenishment 
licence permissible against the exports. 


4 . Para 15 of the aforesaid Policy and para 109 ( 3 ) of the Import Trade Con 
trol Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1907, may be deemed to have been 
amended accordingly .
